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humiliation inthe affeRions, ſpoken of as neceſſary meanes of 
attaining the knowledge of the will of God. Let the affeRions 
be ordered aright, then light which is offered, ſhall bee ſeen and 
received : but let light bee offered, when. diſordered atteQi- 
ons do overcloud the eye of the minde, then all is in vain. 

In this caſe a man ſhall be y like the deaf Adder, which will 
not bee taken by the voyce of the charmers, charming never (0 
W:/ely.Let the helme of reaſon be ſtirred,as well as you can ima- 
gine,tf there be a contrary wind in the fſailes of the aftetions, the 
jhip will not anſwer to the helme. It is a good argument : he is 
a wicked man, a covetous man, a proud man,a carnall man, an 
unhamvled man; Ergo, he will readily miſcarry in his judge- 
ment. So Divines have argued againſt the Popes infallibility.The 
Pope hath been, and may be a profane man; Ergo,he may erren 
his judgement and decrees. And what wonder, that they who 
receive not the love of the truth, be given over xz to ſtrong delu- 
fron, that they ſhonld belceve alie ? It is as good an argument. He 
is ar humbled man, and an man that feareth God; Ergo (in fo far 
as he ateth and exerciſeth thoſe graces )the Lord ſhal teach him 
the way that he ſhall chooſe. 1 fay, in fo farre as hee aReth thoſe 
graces: 'becauſe when hee grieves the ſpirit, and cheriſheth the 
fleſh, when the child of God is more ſwayed by his corruptions, 
then by bis graces, then he is in great danger to b-e given up to 
the counſel of his owne heart, and to be deſerted by a the holy 
Ghoſt, which ſhould leade him into all truth. 

But we mult take notice of a ſeeming contradition here in the 
Texte God ſaith to the Prophet in the former verſe, SheW the 
houſe to the houſ@of 1ſrael,that they may be aſhamed of their ini- 
gquities. And ferem. 31. 19. Ephraim is firſt inſtructed, then 
aſhamed .And here it is quite turned over in my text : If they be 
aſhamed, ſhew them the Houle. 

I ſhall not here make any digreſſion unto the debates and di- 
ſtin&ions of Scool-men, what influence and power the aflections 
have upon the underſtanding and the will. 1 will content my ſelf 
with this plain anſwer. Thoſe two might very well ſtand toge- 
ther:light is a help to humiliation,and huniliation a help to light. 


As there muſt be fome worke of faith, and ſome apprehenſion 
O 
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of the Love of God,in order, before true Evangelicall repentance, 
yet this repentance helpeth us, to beleeve more firmely, that our 
finnes are forgiven. The ſoul in the pains of the new birth, is like 
b T amar travelling of her twins, Pharez and Z arab : faith, like 
Zarah, firſt putting out his hand, but hath no ſtrength to come 
forth, therefore draweth back the hand againe; till repentance, 
like Pharez have broken forth ; then can faith come forth more 
eaſily. Which appeareth in that woman, Luke 7. 47, 48. ſhee 
wept much, becauſe ſhee loved much, ſhee loved much, becauſe 
ſhe beleeved, and by faith had her heart enlarged, with appre- 
hending the rich grace, and free love of Chriſt to poore ſinners : 
this faith moves her bowels, melts her heart, ſtirres her ſorrow, 
kindles her afteqtion: Then, and not till then, ſhe getsa proppe 
to her faith, and a ſure ground to build upon. Tt is not till ſhee 
have wept much, that Chriſt intimates mercy,and ſaith,7hy ſins 
are forgiven thee, Juſt ſo is the caſe in this Text. Shew them the 
Houſe, faith the Lord, that they may be aſhamed ; Give them a

view of it, that they may thinke the worſe of themſelves, that 


they want it, that they may bee aſhamed for all their iniquities, 
whereby they have ſeparate betwixt their God and themſelves, 
fo that they cannot c behold the beauty of the Lord, nor enquire 
in bis Temple. :And if when they begin to ſee it, they have ſuch 
thoughts as theſe, and. humble themſelves, and acknowledge 
their iniquities, then goe to, and ſhew them the whole Fabricke, 
and StruCture, and all the gates thereof,and all the parts thereof, 
and all things pertaining thereto. 

- IfuppoſelT have faid enough for confirmation and clearing of 
the Doctrine concerning the neceſſitie of our being aſhamed and 
confounded before the Lord. I have now a fouretold application 
to draw from it. 

The firſt application ſhall be to the malignant enemies of the 
Cauſe and People of God at this time, who deſerve feremiahs 
black mark to hy put upon them. 4 Were they aſhamed when the 
had committed abomination? nay,they were not at all aſhamed,net- 
ther could they bInſh.

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Firſt, we finde here the forme and faſhion of a honſe,in which 
the parts are very much diverſified one from another : there are 
in a formed and faſhioned houſe, doores,” windowes, poſts, lin- 


| tels,&c. There is alſo a multitude of common ſtones in the walls 


of the houſe. Such a houſe is the viſible miniſteriall Church of 
Chriſt, the parts whereof are partes azſſimilares,lome Miniſters, 
and Rulers, ſome eminent Lights ; others of the ordinary rank of 
Chriſtians, that make up the walls. 1f God hath made one but'a 
ſmall pinning in the wall, he hath reaſon to be content;and muſt 
not ſay, why am not I a poaſt or a corner ſtone, or a beame?Nei- 
ther yet may any corner {tone deſpiſe the ſtones in the wall, and 
fay, 1 have no need of you. 

Secondly, the Prophet was here to ſhew them the goings out 
of the houſe, and the commings in thereof. Theſe are not the fame, 
but difterent gates ; it is plain, chap.46. 9. When the people of the 


land ſhall come before the Lord in the ſolewne feaſts, he that enter-

»ople (though Baronixs and ſome others reckon that Councell __ ys ma. 
inthe year 381 )-d did acknowledge the Primacy of the Biſhop ta conſuerudo 
of Rome , onely reſerving to the Biſhop of Conſtantinople the exigit poſt Fu. 
ſecond place among the Biſhops : Did not then the Beaſt receive 4um E piſco, 
much power, when this much was acknowledged by a Conncel —_ _ 
of 150 Bithops , though ſetting in the Eaſt, and moderated by fer Tie Elit.
